Shortly  iiftor  2200  hours  on  31  July  1950  an  unidsntlfisble  object  was 
sightod  traTelling  in  a westerly  direction  oTer  the  Tioinity  of  St.  John's, 
Fewfoundlandf  Ro  details  of  the  object  were  risible  and  It  appeared  as  a bright 
greenish  light  under  the  oreroast.  It  seemed  to  break  into  two  distinot  pieces 
eaoh  of  whieh  beeame  a dull  oolored  light  and  then  to  disappear.

Pepperrell  Air  Foroe  Base  was  questioned, 

stateo  at  ZZ05  hours  31  July  *50,  1 was  in  front  of  Building  605  driving  Southwest 
along  roadway  on  Pepperrell  AFB.  At  the  interseotion  of  Snelling  Avenue  and  Cabot 
Avenue.  He  turned  Bast  and  as  we  turned  we  looked  South  and  saw  a moving  green 
light  under  the  oreroast.

In  my  opinion,  the  burning  charge  was  of  a rooket  type*  The  flame  was 
of  a bluish  eolor  ohanging  to  a reddish  orange  at  the  tail  of  the  flame. 
At  one  point  the  flame  seemed  to  fade  out  as  though  it  were  burned  out^ 
then  the  flasw  eeeaed  to  renew  Itself  as  though  fresh  oharge  had  been 
set  off*  It  is  possible  that  the  object  could  hare  passed  behind  a 
ieud  eloud*  The  weather  at  the  time  of  slotting  was  good.  There  were 
some  strata  eleuds  to  the  west  and  some  soxid  olouis  orerfaead*  Cloud 
eorerage  was  about  8^0*  Stars  were  Tialble*  The  object  was  not

As  it  approached  us  it  ^ve  the  appearance 
of  a saaXl  flock  of  birds,  in  perfect  form- 
tioB,  surrounded  by  light.  As  it  hung  over 
us  --  ve  vere  looking  at  the  bottom  of  the 
thing  — it  gave  the  appearance  of  a group  of 
pontoons  or  perhaps  tanks.
